E Dr. A. M. Woodruff, Kelly Memorial 
Professor of Real Estate and Insurance 
and Director of the Bureau of Business 
Research at the University of Pitts- 
burgh, has been appointed Dean of the 
University’s School of Government and 
Professor of Business Research. 

Dr. Woodruff will take office effec- 
tive August 1, 1959. The former Dean 
of the School of Government, Dr. Ar- 
thur E. Burns, was named Chairman 
and Dean of the University’s Graduate 
Council in September, 1957, when the 
former Chairman, Dr. Robert W. Bol- 
well, retired. 

Dr. Woodruff has been on the fac- 
ulty of the University of Pittsburgh 
since 1950, and has served as Director 
of the Bureau of Business Research 
there since 1955. 

A graduate of Williams College in 
1933, where he was selected for mem- 
bership in Phi Beta Kappa, Dr. Wood- 
ruff completed the Doctor of Philosophy 
degree in the field of Economics at 
Princeton University, where he was a 
Southeast Club Fellow, in 1936. 

Prior to joining the faculty at the 
University of Pittsburgh, he was asso- 
ciated with Prudential Insurance Com- 
pany of America, from 1936 to 1941 as 
Staff Appraiser and Reviewing Ap- 


praiser, and from 1943 to 1950 as Su- 
pervising Appraiser and Junior Execu- 
tive. In 1941 and 1942, he was an Ap- 
praiser for the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks, Navy Department. Dr. Woodruff 
has had consulting relationships with 
approximately 25 major corporations 
and government units, and has been a 
leader in professional, educational, and 
civic activities. He is a past President 
of the National Council for the Develop- 
ment of Small Business Management.

W Classroom 9: Beginning Russian, the 
telecourse now being offered by the Uni- 
versity with the cooperation of station 
WTOP-TV on Monday, Wednesday, and 
Friday at 6:30 a.m., has enrolled 84 
as credit and 3,137 as non-credit stu- 
dents.

According to the American Re- 
search Bureau, Inc., the rating for the 
program is 2.0, indicating an estimated 
listening audience of 30,000.
